Railroads May Have 


To Borrow Before 


Government Pays 


The failure of Congress to pass the 


railroad 
funding 'bill and the an- 


nounced- decision of the administra- 
tion not to, press to* matter further 
is expected to result in large-scale 
borrowing by the railroads during the 
coming year, according to railroad of- 
ficials. Bonds to ,a large amount will 
be floated by the' roads in 1922, it is 
said, all hope having been given up by 
the' carriers of ever getting favorable 
legislation from Congress. The money 
must come from some source or other, 
it Is saidr as the railroads will find 
•funds necessary for needed extensions 
and betterments. 


In view of the lower rates now in 


effect for money railroad executives 
are reported to believe that most of 
the roads will experience no difficulty 
-In obtaining necessary funds direct 
from the investing public on favorable 
terms, although It is conceded that 
some of the weaker lines will still be 
obliged to look to the goveinment for 
assistance. 


• James C. Davis, director general of 
railroads, "anticipates that practically 
all the claims of railroads against the 
government can be settled by the end 
of next year. Thus far claims aggre- 
gating" mo're" than $4I3JMO,000~have. 
been settled upon a basis of nearly 31 
per cent, something more than J127- 
000,000 having been p a i d to the 
claimants.

A Test Case Over 


Price Fixing Goes 
' To Supreme Court 


The case ol tie ^orrisdale Coal 


company of Philadelphia against the 
government, to recover the difference 
between the contract price of enilain 
coal diverted by the Fuel Adminis- 
tration during the war and the fixed 
price, wajs argued,before the United 
States Supremo Court recently. 


According to the plaintiffs 12,823 


tons produced by the company was di- 
verted from its usual channels ny or- 
der of the Fuel Administration. The 
price realized on this tonnage was 
$3.30 per gross ton, whereas the con- 
tracts on which it would otherwise 
have been applied called for payment 
at the rate of 54.50 per gross ton. This 
difference of J1.20 represented an ag- 
gregate ioss of $15,337, it is contended, 
and the company filed a petition with 
the United States Court of Claims for 
that sum. 


The government demurred to the 


petition and the Court of Claims sus- 
tained the demurrer. An appeal was 
then takea to . the Supreme Court, 
which heard tho arguments of both 
sides a few days ago. 


This is in the nature of a test suit, 


and if the Supreme Court holds that 
tho Atorrisdale company is entitled to 
compensation, many other companies 
that lost money by similar diversions 
will no doubt begirt action to recover 
from the government. 


The plaintiff contended that the di- 


yerting of its coal was a taking of 


for the public use 


and that, while the functioning of the 
Fuel Administration was an exercise 
of war power conferred upon Con- 
gress by the Constitution, the fact that 
its coal was taken incidental to the 
exercise of gucb. power does not re- 
pudiate the obligation of the Consti- 
tution to make pust compensation for 
it. 


In determining what constitutes just 


compensation, tho counsel asserted 
th^t the value/o the individual from 
whom the property is taken should be 
the basis and that in this case such 
value is the price the company would 
have received under bona fide con- 
tracts made prior to August 10, 1917.
